Approx imately $5 00,000,000 a 
y ear n ow is av ailable for fin an c­ 
in g the farm program, bu t Pope 
said this wou ld be in adequ ate. He 
said he hoped n ew processin g 
lev ies cou ld be en acted at this 
session , so that rev en u e wou ld be 
av ailable for pay men t of ben efits 
on n ex t y ear’s crops. 
A ten tativ e plan , he said, wou ld 
coordin ate a sy stem of tax es on 
cotton , wheat, rice an d possibly 
tobacco with the tariffs on the 
v ariou s commodities. 
“In a case where y ou had a 
high tariff on a commodity ,” 
Pope ex plain ed, “y ou cou ld hav e 
a higher tax than on a low-tariff 
commodity .” 
Pope said the gen eral ran ge of 
tax es wou ld be con siderably low­ 
er than those imposed u n der the 
old AAA. The lev ied wou ld be de­ 
sign ed to raise $75 ,000,000 on

Crusade To Repeal One Law 
Each Week, Hits Stone Wall 


Washin gton , March IO (JP)— 
Represen tativ e Bru ce Barton (R- 
NY), checkin g u p on his on e-man 
cru sade to repeal a law a week, 
fou n d today that con gress has 
failed to act on an y of the ll re­ 
peal bills he has in trodu ced sin ce 
Jan u ary . 
All hav e been tu cked away in 
Democratic-con trolled 
commit­ 
tee pigeon holes, he said, an d all 
efforts to pry them loose hav e 
been u n su ccessfu l. 
“The trou ble is,”* complain ed 
the big san dy -haired New York­ 
er, “I get n o help from the Dem­ 
ocrats. They feel that to help me 
wou ld be to admit their own er­ 
rors.” 
Barton an n ou n ced IO weeks 
ago he was offerin g the repeal 
bills becau se of his campaign 
pledge to help cu re America of 
“legislativ itis.” 
This, he ex plain ed, is a malady 
which “is characterized by an 
abu n dan t an d child-like faith in 
the power of laws to fix ev ery ­ 
thin g.” 
For ex ample, he said, 208 ,5 67 


bills were in trodu ced from the 
6 5 th to the 7 4th con gresses. Of 
tills n u mber 11,182 were en acted 
in to law. Du rin g the same period, 
hp added, on ly 140 laws were re­ 
pealed. 
Barton ’s targets, which for the 
most part were mon etary bills 
passed at the ou tset of the Roose­ 
v elt admin istration , also hav e 
in clu ded the Gu ffey coal con trol 
act an d the 1933 farm bill. 
“The trou ble with politics,” he 
said, “is that the politician ’s code 
prev en ts him from ev ery admit­ 
tin g that he is wron g. Bu sin ess 
men wan t to fin d ou t their mis­ 
takes as fast as possible an d cor­ 
rect them. Bu t a politician seems 
to feel that he mu st keep u p the 
prestige of in fallibility or all is 
lost.”

MEASLES EPIDEMIC 


SWEEPING NATION 


Washin gton , March IO (Jf*)— 
“It’s ju st a measles y ear,” Dr. 
Robert Oleson of the pu blic 
health serv ice said today . 
That’s the best ex plan ation he 
can offer, he said, for the 41,001 
cases of measles reported in the 
Un ited States last week — the 
largest n u mber registered for a 
sin gle week in the last decade. 
Last week’s cases brou ght the 
total measles cases for the first 
n in e weeks of 1938 to 246,8 8 2, 
compared with 45 ,334 for the 
same period in 1937. 
Dr. Oleson warn ed paren ts 
again st a theory that a child 
might ju st as well hav e his mea­ 
sles an d get them ov er with. The 
disease is dan gerou s, he said, es­ 
pecially for children u n der fiv e 
y ears old. 
Althou gh there is n o recog­ 
n ized prev en tiv e, con v alescen t 
seru m made from the blood of 
a child who has recov ered from 
the disease was said to offer “a 
real hope.”

Washington, March IO (#)— 
A frantic search for new rev enu e 
occu pied administration leaders 
in congress today , becau se they 
held little hope of persu ading the 
hou se to restore to the tax bill 
a deleted lev y on closely -held 
corporations. 
They decided to call for anoth­ 
er v ote on the proposal, despite 
their general pessimism that it 
merely wou ld reaffirm the 180 to 
124 margin by which the tax was 
blu e-pencilled y esterday . 
Democratic members of the 
Hou se Way s and Means commit­ 
tee decided not to recommend 
su bstitu te lev ies to offset the es­ 
timated $30,000,000 to $45 ,000,000 
rev enu e loss. 
They declared that since the 
entire hou se had discarded the 
so-called “IB” tax , it shou ld 
assu me the responsibility 
for 
raising more fu nds or shou ld 
tu rn the task ov er to the senate. 
Representativ e Robertson (D- 
Va) proposed raising the federal 
liq u or tax from $2 to $2.25 a gal­ 
lon. He said the increase wou ld 
produ ce $35 ,000,000. 
Representativ e Flannery (D- 
Pa) su ggested a 1-cent-a-gallon 
tax on fu el oil. The y ield was es­ 
timated at as high as $175 ,000,- 
000. 
Virtu ally all the 90 Repu bli­ 
cans and as many Democrats 
teamed u p to eliminated the 
“IB” tax and giv e the adminis­ 
tration its first major defeat in 
the cu rrent session. 
Senate leaders said the re­ 
mov al wou ld prev ent mu ch con­ 
trov ersy ov er the tax bill when 
it reaches that chamber. 
Hou se members declined to 
heed an assertion by Chairman 
Dou ghton (D-NC) of the Way s 
and Means committee, that de­ 
letion of “IB,” might lead to a 
presidential v eto. 
The “IB” lev y was the most 
controv ersial in the bai. It was 
designed to impose on 
large 
closely -held 
or 
family -owned 
corporations a 20 per cent su rtax 
on income remaining after the 
pay ment of other corporate tax ­ 
es and the dedu ction of specific 
items. 
Opponents said it wou ld penal­ 
ize legitimate bu siness in an at­ 
tempt to prev ent tax av oidance 
by a few indiv idu als. Adv ocates 
said it was essential in establish­ 
ing an eq u itable tax sy stem. 
Before deleting the “IB” tax 
y esterday , the hou se approv ed 
tentativ ely these major featu res 
of the rev enu e bill: 
A 12 Vi to 16 per cent income 
tax on corporations with incomes 
below $25,(KH). They wou ld pay no 
u ndistribu ted orofits tax . 
A 16 per cent income tax and 
a 4 per cent su rtax on u ndistri­ 
bu ted profits of most corpora­ 
tions hav ing incomes of more 
than $25 ,000. 
A capital gains tax sy stem 
which I wou ld set. at 16 to 39.2 per 
cent the max imu m rates on 
gains on assets retained by a 
tax pay er for more than 
13 
months.

mu ch o f the territo ry it co v ered. M arch may be 
fu ll o f false ho pes, capricio u s and u ncertain to 
the Nth degree, bu t we wish they had left the 
o ld calendar as it was, with it to begin the y ear 
and w itho u t any Janu ary o r Febru ary . 


JAPAN MISCALCULATES 
Generals and statesm en who plan wars v ery 
o ften err serio u sly in their calcu latio ns becau se 
o f their tendency to be influ enced by their ex cess 
o f co nfidence and enthu siasm . The Wo rld War, 
as an ex ample, gre# o u t o f w hat had been 
planned as a swift, cru shing blo w a t Serbia by 
Au stria-Hu ngary . General Franco ex pected to 
co nqu er Madrid and seize co ntro l o f Spain in a 
m o nth, bu t his war is no w drawing its weary 
length into its seco nd y ear. The war lo rds o f 
Japan, ho wev er, were gu ilty o f two miscalcu la­ 
tio ns, o ne inv o lv ing u ndu e o ptimism in m atters 
o f war strategy and the o ther an erro neo u s in ­ 
terpretatio n o f the state o f pu blic o pinio n at 
ho me. 
China is disappo inting. She has refu sed to 
cu rl u p and die at the mere su ggestio n o f Jap­ 
anese aggressio n. China’s arm ies hav e been de­ 
feated and driv en back, hav e y ielded tho u sands 
o f squ are miles o f territo ry , bu t they hav e in­ 
sisted u po n fighting ev ery inch o f the way , lo sing 
a great deal o f land, o f which she has plenty , 
and tho u sands o f men, o f which her, reso u rces 
are almo st inex hau stible. Bu t with each v icto ry , 
Japan ’s plight beco mes a little mo re desperate. 
Her reso u rces in men, in fo o d and mo ney are 
limited. The peo ple at ho me are making heav y 
sacrifices, gru dgingly and u nwillingly . M anifes­ 
tatio ns o f po pu lar disappro v al o f the Go v ern­ 
m ent’s m ilitaristic po licies hav e reached their 
height with the intro du ctio n o f the drastic war 
co ntro l bill, which wo u ld set u p a rigid co ntro l 
o v er bu siness, finance and pro perty , su spend 
co nstitu tio nal go . a r cees o f assembly and free 
speech and co nfer dictato rial po wers o n the Go v ­ 
ernm ent. 
The Chinese, fu lly info rmed co ncerning the 
wide rift between '\ e po werfu l m ilitary cliqu e in 
Japan o n the o ne side and bu siness interests 
and the peo ple o n the ether, hav e m aintained 
fro m the beginning th at if they co u ld ho ld o u t 
lo ng eno u gh the Japanese ho me fro nt wo u ld 
cru mble. The spectacle in To kio o f a m ajo rity 
o f legislato rs resisting a Go v ernment m easu re in 
a war-tim e crisis may no t be a sign o f internal 
disintegratio n, bu t it is a t least indicativ e o f an 
u nsatisfacto ry mo rale.

ne day he to ppled o ver in the 
place where he sat.

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mised that so o n the Avo n wo uld 
sail.

bo ard the Avo n and the Linkang, 
it wo uld have been easier to bear. 
But her wo rds whispered no w, al­ 
mo st humbly . “It isn’t that. Yo u 
kno w it isn’t that.”
